Fulton Shows Value 
Of Realistic Appraisal 


The newly published Fulton County 
financial report for 1958 offers an in- 
teresting insight into the county’s fiscal 
operations. | 

It reflects the rising cost of govern 
ment but it also serves as a reminder 
that the tax rate for general county 
government, stable for the past three 
years, has dropped considerably over the 
past decade. 

The tax rate for schools, although 
higher than in 1955, still is lower than 
it was 10 years ago. 


Good management of Fulton County 
governmental matters, perhaps best il- 
lustrated by the climb in assessed prop- 
erty values, is mirrored in the seeming 
paradox of increased expenditures for 
services accompanied by a reduced over- 
all tax rate over.a period of time. 


Assessed value of property showed a 
dramatic increase some three years ago 
as the result of reappraisals. About the 
same time, though, the tax rate dropped. 


Since then the total assessed value 
of property in Fulton County has ad- 
vanced steadily,. not as the result of 
further reappraisals, but because of an 
excellent growth in industry, business 
establishments and population. 


By contrast, a large number of coun- 
ties with ridiculously low property eval- 
uations on their tax books are losing 
population. 

Several instances have been reported 
in which counties have lost out in their 
efforts to attract specific industries after 
company representatives studied the tax 
digests. They were scared away by the 
seemingly worthless value of everything 
in the county and the high tax rate that 
often accompanies the unrealistic down- 
grading of evaluations. 


It is quite true that a low appraisal 
of taxable property can be politically 
expedient. It also enables counties which 
follow such a practice to receive far 
more from the state than they contribute 
to it, thus making possible a sort of 
leech-like existence. 

But that is about all that can be said 
by defenders of the gimmick—and a 
sorry defense it is. 

Besides being basically dishonest, 
whatever may be gained in individual 
instances by cheating on property eval- 
uations is more than offset by the loss 
of potential industry and other type in- 
vestments that could bring healthy re- 
turns to the affected counties and their 
citizens.

About the Only Thing 
Bright on Farm Is Sun 


Georgia farmers are staring at the 
skies these days; frowning, mopping their 
brows and shaking their heads. 

And well they might. Their old en- 
emy, drought, is taking its toll. Crops are 
wilting under a searing sun. In some 
areas corn is too parched to revive even 
if hoped-for rains came immediately. 

Cotton is not doing too well. The 
weather has been rough on boll weevils 
but outside of that it has been damag- 
ing to the crop. Growth has been re- 
tarded and a good many young bolls 

been shed. This comes at a time 
when Georgia farmers are heav- 


acres, which represents a whopping 88 
per cent increase over last year. 

As if these setbacks were not enough, 
produce sales have slipped further. Wa- 
termelon prices in the Tifton area 
dropped so low that some growers re- 
fused to sell. 

Prospects are fair to good for the 
tobacco crop. Leaf sales should help 
take up part of the slack for some farm- 
ers but certainly not all of it. 

It’s a bleak season on the farm. About 
the only bright spot in sight is the sun 
and it has been all too bright.

Financing Public Debt 
Is Costing More, Too 


Wednesday the Treasury Department 
is going to have to pay the highest in- 
terest rate in 38 years to raise two bil- 
lion dollars in short-term securities. The 
rate is nearly 4% per cent. 

This event is a commentary on our 
times, on inflation and the national 
debt. The government is having to 
pay this interest rate because it is be- 
coming increasingly difficult to sell low- 
interest bonds, short term or long term. 
Fearful of further depreciation of dollar 
values, investors prefer. to put their 
money in growth stocks or other prop- 
erties which stand to gain in value 
through inflation. 

Conversely, the Federal Reserve Sys- 
tem is reverting to its tight-money pol- 
icies to fight this inflation. Higher 
interest rates for commercial borrowers 
means increases in government rates. 
These circumstances forced the govern- 
ment to ask and get temporary authority 
to raise the interest ceiling on bonds. 

he money, of course, eventually will 
be paid by the taxpayers. Meanwhile, 
increases in interest rates have cost the 
government an additional three and a 
half billion dollars in financing the na- 
tional debt during the past six years. 
Unless inflation is checked, this will con- 
tinue to rise.

Outlook for Geneva Is 


For More of the Same 


The Big Four foreign ministers re- 
sume their conference today at Geneva 
and on the surface are no closer to 
agreements which would make a summit 
meeting of heads of state possible than 
before the recess. 

President Eisenhower properly stands 
on his word that there cannot be such 
a meeting unless the foreign ministers 
provide a basis for it. Certainly there 
would be nothing to gain in attending a 
meeting with Khrushchev for propa- 
ganda purposes only. And if he merely 
wants to deliver his threats in person 
to President Eisenhower, nothing would 
be gained. 

Khrushchev doubless is interpreting 
current disagreements between NATO 
nations—especially between Britain, 
France and the United States—as signs 
of weakness. These differences do ex- 
ist. But the Russian premier would be 
making a grave mistake to assume these 
divisions can be exploited to force the 
West into a summit meeting and to 
frighten us out of Berlin. On basic ob- 
jectives, the West still is united. 

President Eisenhower and no other 
Western leader, however, can permit 
themselves to be forced into negotia- 
tions by threats or to discuss anything 
with Khrushchev at rocket point. That 
would be diplomatic disaster.

Revamped School Bus Setup 
In State Is Long Overdue 


The State Board of Education has ordered the revamping of the 
state's loosely operated school bus system. A committee appointed 
by the board, which included board member Lonnie Sweat of nearby 
Blackshear, made a careful study of the bus situation and described 
the 159-county setup as “‘hodgepodge” and full of ‘“‘inequities, in- 


adequacies and inefficiencies.” 

The state board put its stamp 
of approval on the report of the 
committee which said it found, 
among other things, that there is 
much useless driving of buses, 
many drivers live too far from 
the beginning of routes, much du- 
plication of travel service, no pol- 
icy for determining stops and lit- 
tle organized planning of routes. 

James Peters of Manchester, 
chairman of the state board, said 
that in his opinion there is wide- 
spread ‘“‘promiscuous use” of 
Georgia school buses. 

The committee study was

WASHINGTON—President Eisenhower’s pro- 


gressively strengthening national and party lead- 
ership now has become so evident that few 


seriously dispute the change any more. True, there is much disagree 
ment. as to whether he is even yet aggressive enough. And there 
is much disagreement as to whether he has. not waited too long, 
at any rate, to make the traditional use of the powers of his office. 


However, there is this central 
and undoubted reality: Whether 
or not he has gone far enough 
or started going there soon 
enough, the President is now go- 
ing much farther than ever be- 
fore to give personal direction to 
the Republican Party and to the 
country. 

This rise in presidential firm- 
ness is being illustrated in many 
ways. There is, for example, the 
frequent use of the veto over a 
Democratic Congress by a Presi- 
dent who as recently as a year 
ago seemed to stand almost in 
awe of the men on Capitol Hill 
—in both parties. 

Again, there are almost daily 
smaller demonstrations that the 
President is more nearly on top 
of his job and more aware of all 
the problems within his adminis- 
tration than he used to be. And 
this is reflected in an obviously 
improved personal morale. He is 
much more relaxed than a year 
ago and it appears that he is en- 
joying his work. Physically, too, 
he looks much better.

Whether the big arms contrac- 
tors have used dubious pressure 
tactics—under the table or in the 
open—in influence Pentagon de- 
cisions. 

Whether retired officers, retired 
Pentagon civilian officials and 
former congressmen, now work- 
ing for companies with large gov- 
ernment contracts, have used 
their past connections to influence 
Pentagon decisions. 

‘ This will be a good beginning 
—but only a beginning. I suggest: 

That these two areas of inquiry 
constitute the minor part of the 
problem. 

That the road to a really con- 
structive investigation is for the 


Hebert committee to uncover what - 


conditions in the Pentagon virtu- 
ally invite lobbying by competing 
contractors. 

That unless the House investi- 
gation reaches this énd, it will 
end up dealing only with the 
symptoms and ignoring the cause 
of most ef these lobby abuses. 

Let me illustrate. Suppose the 


partment agrees and authorizes 
their development and production. 
Two big companies put $50,000,000 
to $75,000,000 into perfecting tanks 
and tooling up to turn out the 
hardware. The employment of 
several thousand workers is at 
stake. And then it begins to leak 
out that the Defense Department 
is considering cancelling the or- 
ders for one of the tanks, having 
concluded that the requirements 
of _the two services with some 
adjustments can be adequately 
met by one piece of hardware. 

Here is where a great deal of 
“munitions lobbying” begins. Na- 
turally each company is disposed 
to use every available influence 
to preserve the contract it has 
already received. 


But it hasn’t ‘always done so. 
And this is exactly the kind of de- 
layed decision within the Penta- 
gon which makes lobbying by con- 


tractors at least understandable, 
if not justifiable.

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Castro Accuses U.S. 
Of Internal Plotting 


Denounces Senate Unit 


For Querying Ex-Air Chief

HAVANA—Premier Castro accused the United 
States Sunday night of intervening in Cuba’s internal 
affairs by giving Maj. Diaz Lanz, former chief of the 
revolutionary air force, asylum and questioning him be- 


fore a Senate subcommittee. 


The premier spoke to 300 mem- 
bers of Havana's civic, profession- 
al and religious associations at a 
dinner in Habana. 


Maj. Diaz Lanz resigned from 
the Cuban Air Force on June 29, 
declaring that the Castro govern- 
ment and armed forces were pen- 
etrated by communism. He then 


fled to the United States where he | 


was given political asylum. Last 
Friday he was questioned by a 
Senate subcommittee in secret. 


“What is this if it is not a lack 
of respect for Cuba?” Castro de- 
manded. “‘What would the Ameri- 
can people think if a defecting 
officer of the U.S. armed forces 
would come to Cuba and were 
questioned by the council of mini- 
sters in a secret session?” he 
asked. 


Calling Diaz Lanz a deserter, a 
traitor and Cuba’s Benedict Arn- 
old, Castro made no attempt to 
conceal his rage. He went on io 
say that the defection of Diaz 
Lanz was the result of an inter- 
national plot against the Cuban 
revolution. He accused foreign 
agents of inducing Diaz Lanz to 
resign and flee. Then he referred 
obliquely to the U.S. Central In- 
telligence Agency and the FBI. 


Castro went on to say that the 
U.S. intervention in the Diaz Lanz 
incident should be brought to the 
attention of the Organization of 
American States.

WASHINGTON — Economists 
here are taking heart from a 
little-noticed development in the 
price indexes—a period of sta- 
bility in industrial wholesale 
prices that has lasted for three 
months. 


With farm products and pro- 
cessed foods included, over-all 
wholesale prices have been de- 
clining. The index for last week 
was exactly the same as a year 
earlier, and down nearly 1 per 
cent from the peak reached in 
April. 


But the key development has 
been in prices of all items other 
than farm products and processed 
foods. This “‘industrial’’ part of 
the index—often a harbinger of 
later inflation at retail—rose per- 
sistently from last July until 
April. The total rise over that 
period was from 125.3“on the in- 
dex to 128.3, using the 1947-49 
average as 100.

The whdlesale index of “all com- 
modities other than farm products 
and processed foods” last week 
was 127.9, actually down slightly 
from the April peak of 128.3. 


Part of the explanation is weak- 
ness in “‘sensitive’’ raw commod- 
ities—rubber, copper, lead, etc.— 
which quickly reflect world-wide 
changes in supply or demand. 
With ample productive capacity 
many of these items have shown 
price weakness, despite generally 
strong demand. 


But some processed and semi- 
processed items have shown price 
declines as well. This has been 
true of many oil products in var- 
ious parts of the country, some 
lumber products, cans, same 
chemicals and a few building 
materials. 

Average consumer prites—which 
include services as well as com- 
modity prices—have shown almost 
no change for a year. Food prices 
have declined. There have been 
small increases in the prices of 
many other goods and most serv- 
ices. 

Continuing stability in nonfood 
wholesale prices should improve 
the prospect for continued stabil- 
ity in consumer prices, at least 
for goods.

It hardly seems possible that 
a dessert aS glamorous as these 
delicate lemon creme meringues 
could be so simple to make. 


Summertime calls for some- 
thing simple so that kitchen 
heat will not drain all the energy 
from the hostess before guests 
even arrive. Yet summer calls 
for a dessert that is light and 
frilly too. Meringues seem to 
create the mood and the filling 
carries it out. 


Made with the new product 
just now being stocked on the 
grocery shelves, the lemon filling 
adds the special flavor that cap- 
tures compliments. In form and 
size these new lemon chips re- 
semble chocolate chips. Whipped 
cream and vanilla are folded into 
the lemon chips to make a 
creamy custard. 


LEMON CREME MERINGUES 
cup (6 ounces) lemon chips 
tbisps. milk 

tsp. vanilla 

pint whipping cream 
baked meringue shells, 
cooled( or use mix) 
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Melt lemon chips in milk over 
hot water. Cool to room tempera- 
ture. Add vanilla. Whip cream 
and fold in the melted chips. 
Spoon into individual meringue 
shells. Makes 2 cups filling, 
enough to fill 8 meringues. 


To make meringue shells. 
Combine 2 egg whites, '% tea- 
spoon salt, and ‘s teaspoon 
cream of tartar in a mixing 
bowl. Beat until foamy. Add ‘2 
cup sifted graulated sugar, 2 
tablespoons at a time, beating 
after each addition until sugar is 
blended. Then continue beating 
until very stiff peaks form. Fold 
in % cup finely chopped nuts and 
% teaspoon vanilla. Blend well. 
Using a spoon or pastry tube, 
shape mixture into 8 rounds on 
unglazed paper on baking sheet. 
Make a nest-like depression in 
center of each. Bake in slow 
oven (300 degrees) 30 to 35 min- 
utes. Cool and remove from 
paper. Makes 8 meringue shells. 


Note: For less time in the 
kitchen, use meringue mix. 


Meringues can be topped with 
numerous sweets. One to try is 
using ice cream with a mandarin 
orange sauce on top. 


MANDARIN ORANGE SAUCE 

14 cup sugar 

1 tblsp. cornstarch 

1% tsp. ginger 

1 (11-oz.) can mandarin 
orange sections 

2 tsps. butter 

1 qt. vanilla ice cream 


Combine sugar, cornstarch and 
ginger in saucepan. Blend 
thoroughly. Drain juice from can 
of oranges into pan, and mix to 
smooth paste. Cook over low 
heat, stirring, until juice thick- 
ens. Add orange sections and 
butter, and heat until butter 
melts. Serve warm over vanilla 
ice cream. Makes 1% cups 
sauce.

There were those who had com- 
plaints and there were those who simply had an impulse to be 
charming and welcoming. But the ones who spoke the most fer- 
vently were the ones who said, ‘“‘God bless you for coming! Now 


things will be better!”’ 


This message or variations of it was spoken again and again 
throughout the oppressively hot day as the young couple, in com- 
pany with psychiatrists and legislators, toured the institution. 


One old man represented for me all those who couldn't say 


anything. 


He sat in a corner of a particularly smelly, dreary 


men’s ward. His feet were bare and his thin, shriveled shanks 


stuck out from a coarse white night shirt. 


But on his head he 


wore something to distinguish him and set him apart from the 
others—the mark of his personality, a homemade yellow ‘‘rat’’ 
cap, obviously a copy of those which bloom every autumn on the 
heads of Georgia Tech freshmen. There were words inked on 
the cap. I couldn’t make them all out but I thought I saw the 


traditional, 


“To hell with Georgia!”’, 


the old man caught a glimpse of Betty Vandiver. 


He straightened up inside his night shirt and his hand went 
to his rat cap. As she approached he lifted the cap in a regal 
gesture and his whole face came to life in a radiant smile. 


Betty smiled back—the generous, warm smile of a pretty 


young woman. 


“How are you today?”’ she asked. 


He didn’t answer but after she had passed he sat for a mo- 
ment, smoothing his rat cap and his face still smiled. 


Nobody knows for sure what will come of this ‘“‘general’s”’

Good things can come of it. 


Or it can be that once more 


Milledgeville State Hospital has just risen to the surface of the 
day’s news and will sink out of sight for another decade.
